3. Secretaries should do all in their power to secure as Members 

of Committee those who have really at heart the objects 

of the Union, so that the responsibility — and sometimes 

the very existence — of the Branch may not depend upon 
themselves alone. In order to arrange the programme, 
etc., it is not, as a rule, necessary to hold more than two 
Committee Meetings in the year, but each Member of 
Committee should feel it incumbent upon him to help 
the Secretary by attending the monthly lectures, etc. 
In some cases Members of Committee may, of course, 
be unable to do this ; and a certain proportion who 
cannot give time for active work may be elected 
simply because their names inspire confidence in the 
neighbourhood. It is often a good plan to make use of 
young Members and their friends as assistant Secretaries, 
for clerical help, etc. 
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rne secretaries should, when possible, visit the Office at 
26, Victoria Street, and become acquaint? d with the 
Secretary and Hon. Organizing Secretaries. They 
should, thoroughly master the details of the various 
organizations of the Union, so that they may be able to

5. If any serious difficulty should arise in the working of a Branch 

the Secretary ought at once to communicate with the 
Central Secretary, who will advise and, if necessary, 
make arrangements for some Member of the Executive 
Committee to visit and help the Branch. Timely warn- 
ing may often prevent the failure of a good Branch, and 
according to one of the Bye-laws none are allowed to 
lapse without the assent of the Executive. 

6. Secretaries should be careful to send to their Members all 

notices of the Conference, etc., immediately they receive 
them from the Central Office ; 'and to encourage 
Members to send up suggestions to the Conference 
Committee. They are advised, if possible, themselves 
to attend the Annual Conference, so as to become really 
inspired with the “ true inwardness ” of the Union. 

The Conference Committee are always glad to 
arrange hospitality for Country Members during the 
week, and all are made most welcome. 

7. Secretaries ought to apply to the Central Secretary for

11. When sending out their programmes to Members, Branch 

Secretaries are asked to send four copies to the Central

Principles, to which all Local Branches 
joining the Society shall pledge themselves, shall be :— 

(1) That a religious basis of work be maintained. 

(2) 1 bat the series of addresses and other means employed by 

the Union shall be so arranged as to deal with Education 
under the following heads Physical, Mental, Moral, and 
Religious. 

(3) That arrangements concerning Lectures, &c., be made with a 

view to the convenience of fathers as well as of mothers. 

(4) That the work of the Union be arranged so as to help parents 

of all classes. 


3. — That the objects of the Society shall be : — 

(1) To assist parents of all classes to understand the best princi- 

ples and methods of Education in all its aspects, and 
especially in those which concern the formation of habits 
and character. 

(2) To create a better public opinion on the subject of the training 

of children, and, with this object in view, to collect and 
make known the best information and experience on the 
subject. 

(3) To afford to parents opportunities for Co-operation and Con- 

sultation, so that the wisdom and experience of each may 
be made profitable for all. 

(4) To stimulate their enthusiasm through the sympathy of 

numbers acting together. 

(5) To secure greater unity and continuity of Education by har- 

monising home and school training.

y. The Bankers of the Union shall be the Bradford Old 

Bank, Limited, Bradford, and Subscriptions shall be made 
payable at that Bank, or any of its Branches, or at Lloyds 
Bank, Limited, London, 7 2 > Lombard Street, E.C., and 54 t 
St. James Street, S.W., or any of its Branches. 

8 —The Executive Committee shall be empowered to 
add to the number of Vice-Presidents and of Members of the 
Central Council. The Executive Committee shall be elected 
by theCouncil annually, but the members shall be eligible for 
re-election. Three Members of the Executive Council shall 
form a quorum. 

9.— The Central Council, of which the Presidents, Vice- 
Presidents, and the Executive Committee shall be members, 
shall meet once a year to receive reports of work done and 
progress made in the past year, and to advise as to new 
departures, &c. 

10. — The Executive Committee shall meet quarterly, or 
more often if summoned on urgent business connected with the 
Society, and shall make any needful bye-laws. 

11. — One member of each Local Branch shall represent it 
at the meeting of the Central Council as an ex-officio member. 

12. — Branches of the Society shall be free to organise them- 
selves and make their own local bye-laws, a copy of which shall 
be sent up to the Executive Committee of the Central Council. 

13. — The Secretaries of Branches shall prepare and send 
to the General Secretary, previous to the meeting of the 
Central Council, a report of work done in the Branch during 
the year. 

FINANCE. 

14. — Not less than five shillings a year, to cover both heads 
of a household, shall be the subscription of Members of 
Branches. Members subscribing not less than ten shillings per 
annum shall be entitled to receive monthly a copy of “ The 
Parents’ Review ” (published at 6d.)
